OUR UNCONSCIOUS SNOBBERY 


Says a recent article on our uncon¬ 
scious snobbery: “An Englishman on 
being asked why -the English are not 
much given to dressing up and hav¬ 
ing Knights Templar parades, or Elks 
conventions, replied that when the 
English wanted parades, and fancy 
costumes, all they had to was to go 
out and watch the Royal Family lay 
a cornerstone, or wait to see .the 
Guards go by. If an Englishman 
really wants to belong to a mystic or¬ 
der he can get to be an A.RA. or an 
I.R.G.S. or a K.C.It. If these are be¬ 
yond him he can always be a Knight. 
But if England should ever abolish 
the monarchy, you would see the 
Place swarming with Elks and Shrin- 
ers^ and Owls, within a generation. 
Everybody wants somebody to look 
down upon, and the English have, 
sense enough to admit it. Nobody 
really loves to be surrounded by 
equals. lie wants a few superiors 
(luckier than he, but no better), and 
a whole lot of inferiors. ' United 
States has no titles of nobility, but 
no country in the world has,so many 
secret societies, fraternal and benev¬ 
olent orders, institutes of this and 
that, and the country swarms with 
.Supreme Wizards, High Potentates, 
Grand Masters, Coliphs and Exalted 
Knights. A “Colonel'’ is anyone who 
ever ranked higher than top sergeant 
and a “Professor” is anyone who ever 
undertook t» teach anything. The 
passion for titles is common to man¬ 
kind, and the average individual 
yearns to wear a badge of some hon¬ 
orable and .exclusive organization, so 
that he may rouse the envy of less 
favored fellows.’’ 


SECOND CHAMBER ABOLISHED 

The Legislative Council of Nova 
Scotia is to be abolished by the 
Rhodes government. Thus we have 
an institution generally regarded as 
a useless appendage done away with 
by a Conservative government, while 
in Quebec the same sort of institution 
is beng maintained by a Liberal gov¬ 
ernment. This shows that party 
names may be misnomers. Hon. Mr. 
Fielding, while Prime Minister of 
Nova Scotia, really tried to do away 
with the Council, but the men he ap¬ 
pointed to it on condition that they 
would, when they got a majority vote 
for its abolition welched, and he was 
unable to carry out the reform. What¬ 
ever necessity there may be for a sec¬ 
ond chambei at Ottawa, there is little 
or none for a second chamber in the 
prov inces. It is useful only in a par¬ 
ty sense as a field for patronage. 


It would be a new sort of speech 
from the Throne of which it could not 
or would not, be said that it was re¬ 
markable not for what it contained, 
but for what it did not contain. That 
criticism is old but ever new, for it is 
burnished up every yrsr.- 


THE CRAZE FOR BIGNESS 


Why hurry to grow large? Why 
this mania for bigness? Canada will 
grow large enough in time without 
vexing ourselves and taxing ourselves 
to grow bag quickly. This was the' 
theme of Stanley Baldwin’s speech 
out here—now forgotten. “What 
Canada needs is more people,” every¬ 
one else says, and governmnts, rail¬ 
way companies, the Salvation Army, 
the Barnardo institution, and now 
some secular and fraternal organiza¬ 
tions join in the 'rush to bring out 
immigrants. They did the same in 
the United States until the melting 
pot refused to melt and now they 
have to regulate the inrush und^r the 
quota law. Some time, we shall have 
to do the same in Canada, but w’hy 
hasten the day? If it be true that 
what Canada needs is more people, 
more people will. come, and come Of 
their own accord, and be all the more 
content on that account. We shall 
not have’ them writing home to say 
they‘ Were brought here under false 
pretences. We have, every winter, 
city councils and organizations battl¬ 
ing with the unemployment' problem 
and praying for heavy snowfalls to 
produce some work for the workless, 
at the expense ofUhe general taxpay¬ 
er. One of the main arguments in 
favor of more people is that they 
will help pay our taxes. That same 
argument was used in every town- and 
city that tried hard.to grow big fast. 
Many of them succeeded, only to find 
that the tax rate kept the pace. Can¬ 
ada is a rich country with all sorts of 
resources, and we do not need to beg 
or bribe people to come here. Immi¬ 
gration should not need assimilation. 


TESTING FOR TEMPERAMENT 


Y'ou have a temperament. Every¬ 
body has. Old-fashioned folk would 
call it your disposition. But science 
is following a more modern style. So 
you might as well get in line and ack¬ 
nowledge that you, too, are carrying 
a temperament concealed somewhere 
about your person. 'Vety well, then, 
how about getting acquainted with 
your temperament? It is the child of 
your moods and the grandchild of 
your emotions. Wanto teat it out ? If 
you can stand living with yourself, do 
this for a month. When you get up 
every morning, scowl at yourself in 
the mirror. At the end of the month 
say psychologists, your facial map 
well resemble a sector of no man's 
land in rainy weather. Then start 
smiling at what you see in the mirror 
on the thirty-first day.

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AGENT—WATCH THE BABY 


In ( these moderp schools of sales¬ 
manship, much instruction is.given on 
methods of approach. It seems that 
there are 22 or maybe 13 different 
ways to approach the victim—mean¬ 
ing ourselves. The salesman casts 
his eye.^over us(or as much as he can 
see of us through the crack in the 
door). He checks up on our jaws, the 
set of our eyes, the size of our ears 
and so on. From this data, he ap¬ 
proaches us at our weakest point. 
Perhaps we are acquisitive and nat¬ 
urally want everything, or we yearn 
to possess something better than iipy- 
body else, or we are intensely practi¬ 
cal, or our tastes are asthetic. The 
agent who knows his business, diag¬ 
noses us, and plays up to our most 
vulnerable point. Which is all very 
well. But one point of instruction 
we feel sure has been overlooked in 
the schools,—and that is—watch out 
for the baby. How many agents 
have killed their chances for a sale, 
just because they tramped heavy- 
footed up the porch, past the babf 
carriage, rapping thunderously on 
the door. A twitching of the blank¬ 
ets and a whimper, advertise that the 
baby has been awakened, an d has ,to 
be alt co mpo sed a^aln. Not only does 
the agent not make a sale, but he is 
lucky if his life blood does not sprink¬ 
le the door-post. How many women 
in putting the baby out for his morn¬ 
ing’s sleep, think “I hope to goodness 
no agent comes by and wakens him.’’ 
And how many times, agents do just 
that thing. Perhaps they are young 
and have no domestic knowledge. But 
they should learn to scout round first 
for signs of a baby, then to give it a 
wide berth. It is the first best meth¬ 
od of approval “that we know.” 


CANA DA-AUSTRALIA TREATY 


The commercial treaty between 
Canada and ustralia has not proved 
frictionless. Echoes of dissatisfaction 
come rom the Dairymen’s convention, 
Calgary, froin.B. C. and also from 
Australia. The ,farmers of B. C. re¬ 
sented the Australian butter being 
loaded on . the Vancouver markets, to 
such an extent that the government 
was obliged to discourage Australian 
butter. The Australian government 
in turn, regarding this action as an 
infringement of the treaty, retaliated. 
They nearly doubled the duties on 
motor cars. The duty on Canadian 
cars is much higher than on those of 
British make, so the British manu¬ 
facturers &i*e bonefitting. It is not 
impossible that the Australian treaty 
may be terminated, by mutual agree¬ 
ment. 


THEIR SOLID VIRTUES 


The editor of the Manitoba Free 
Press made a speech to the Canadian 
Pulp and. Paper Association at Mofe# 
treal in which he dwelt upon the sol¬ 
id virtues of the daily newspapers. 
But he had to admit it was commer¬ 
cialized. He said the politician la¬ 
mented the passing of the party or¬ 
gan, but he thought the “commercial¬ 
ized daily paper was an exponent of 
public opinion, better than the party 
organ. No doubt it is. The Manitoba 
free Press, for instance, has probab¬ 
ly more influence now than when it 
was regarded as a Liberal organ, but 
its increased influence runs toward 
the party which the owner and editor 
belong. The daily newspapers would 
need to have solid virtues, for, com¬ 
mercialised as it is, its influence for 
evil would be very great if it should 
ever break the bounds of virtue. 
There probably is no other 'commer¬ 
cialized industry in Canada posses¬ 
sing so powerful a franchise as that 
possessed by the daily newspapers 
through its news-gathering and news 
distributing agency. It is a complete 
and perfect protection against furth¬ 
er competition. In the full enjoyment 
of that protection, daily newspapers 
will do well to' nourish their solid vir¬ 
tues, keeping them untarnished and 
unspotted from the world.

It is rarely that a book by a Cana¬ 
dian author, reaches the Review Col¬ 
umn of the New York Times. And 
still more rarely that it becomes the 
subject of a leading article. Howev¬ 
er, considerable space in this week’s 
issue, is devoted to “A search for 
America,” by Frederick Philip Grove, 
who is a Manitobian ( 1 think). It is 
a story of a young man of education 
who enters this land (Canada and 
United States) as an immigrant, and' 
penetrates many phases of our agri¬ 
cultural and industrial life.

H. R. PRESBYTERIAL I 

Meet at Okotoks and Held Vert In- j 
teresting Session. 

The High River Presbyterial held in 
Okotoks last week, was unusually 
well attended and thoroughly inter¬ 
esting throughout. Amongst the 
speakers was Mrs. A. M. Scott of 
Calgary, President of Conference 
Branch for Alberta. Her talk was 
very illuminating. Some features of 
the work have been somewhat confus- 
ing to many, since the union of the 
churches. These matters she cleared 
up admirably. She struck a high note 
of encouragement to endeavor, show¬ 
ing the responsibility and privilege of 
the women in missonary efforts. The 
reports of tile various committees 
were very good. In some districts 
they were not quite up to the alloca¬ 
tion, owing to unharvested crops. In 
others, the allocation was exceeded. 
The main feature of the meeting was 
the presence of Dr. Florence Murray, 
mdical missionary from Corea. Dr. 
Murray is in charge of the hospital at 
Hanheung, Corea, and described her 
work vividly. Her afternoon address 
was devoted to medical work amongst 
the women and children, and in the 
evening, she .visualized for her aud¬ 
ience an ordinary day’s work in her 
hospital. The life of the women and 
children under native conditions is 
pitiful in the extreme. When they 
go to the hospital for treatment every 
effort is made to brighten their lives, 
and simple Bible stories are taught. 
With this slim begrining, the seeds of 
Chrstianity are sown, and undoubted¬ 
ly there has been great advancement 
in general happiness since Christian¬ 
ity was introduced, and a rise in the 
status of women. Eighty per cent of 
these people are uneducated and in 
leaving the instruction and care of 
the missionary hospitals, they are 
apt to return to their native villages 
and lapse into their early state. This j 
s Where the great need of evangelis¬ 
tic workers come, to follow up j 
amongst the natives the work- com- j 
menced under the favorable hospital 
care. These people are quick to re- j 
spond and always develop, and the 
work is inspiring. Dr. Murray re¬ 
corded an interesting fact when she 
stated that the Christians in Corea | 
had themselves sent three missionar¬ 
ies tp, China, and were supporting 
them. The Okotoks ladies were most 
gracious hostesses to the visiting la¬ 
dies and treated them royally. 

HEALTH BULLETIN 

Dr. Hastings of Toronto, dean of 
America’s public health officers, has 
stated that every time there was a 
death from' diphtheria, .the coroner 
should investigate it. This statement 
is based on the fact that science has 
provided two methods of coping with [ 
this disease—first, the means of prac -1 
tically complete protection against the ! 
disease, toxid, and secondly the treat- I 
ment, anti-toxin. Diphtheria chiefly 
attacks children under ten years of 
age, most deaths occuring from it are 
under five. It is most common be¬ 
tween November and January, and de 
creases to a_ minimum between June 
to August By years of investigation I 
physicians have proved * that ’ the ) 
germs are never fobnd except in nose I 
and throat and that the germs give j 
off a deadly poison which is distribu- I 
ted through the blood. Poisons such 
as the ones diphtheria germs give off, j 
are called toxins. But science dis- j 
covered that animals which had once j 
recovered from diphtheria poisoning | 
were thereafter protected from the j 
disease or immune. The reason was j 
that the body affected with diphtheria j 
poisoning seeks to fight it off by pro¬ 
ducing a protective substance of its 
own. This counteracts the toxins and 
is called antitoxin. Investigation then 
proved that if animals were first giv¬ 
en antitoxin and then injected with 
diphtheria germs, the germs did no 
harm. Further, that an animal af-1 
ready suffering from a fatal case of I 
diphtheria, if given anti-toxin prompt- 1 , 
ly would recover. 

Anti toxins’ chief value is as a j 
treatment, but it can also be used as a [ 
preventive. If for instance, one child 
is stricken with diphthera, the remain | 
ing children in the household, if given 
it will be furnished almost immediate I 
protection lasting from 28 to 30 -rfajfc.! 

\ The action of toxoid is slower, but 
St^^is lasting, inducing the body to . 
prodifePSjts own anti-toxin. In the i; 
past, froniw25 to 40 per cent of those I 
who took diphtheria died. Now it is 
stated with certainty, that if anti-tox 
n is given wihin the first two days, 
not one in fifty dies. Time, in this, 
is everything—even hours count, the 
child’s chance’s diminishing after 
* three days. The thing to remember 
is that today it is not necessary for 
a child to run the danger of taking 
diphtheria By injecting “toxid,’’ a 
child can be made immune. Brant¬ 
ford, Ontario, is one Canadian city 
which has given great attention to 
the toxoid treatment. ,And in the 
health report of that city, covered 
several months, there had not been 
one solitary case of diphtheria.

SMUGGLING AND MOONSHINE 

The Customs Investigating Com¬ 
mission reports that the increase in 
smuggling of cigarettes was due to 
the heavy tax which made Canadian 
cigarettes much more expensive than 
the American brands, and a decrease 
is recommended and it is believed 
the government will carry out the 
proposal. The committee finds too, 
that the manufacture of moonshine is 
due to heavy duties and excise on 
Spirits. The duty is $10 a gallon and 
the excise is The illicit manu¬ 

facturer ..has therefore a large mar- 
, gin of profit over the legitimate dis¬ 
tiller. The duties and excise charges 
were doubled by Sir Henry ljfrifvton, 
when lie was Finance Minister, and 
illicit manufacture on a large scale 
started as a direct* consequence. Most 
of. the provinces that have govern¬ 
ment control have asked for a.reduc¬ 
tion, but, so far, without effect. These 
provinces should renew their repre¬ 
sentations and cmleavSr to induce the 
—government to cut those 
charges in two. It may mean a de¬ 
cline in revenue for a year or two, but 
if it displaces| moonshine it will be 
worth while. To •many people the* 
price of good liquor!* is itself a pro- 
hbition and contrary to the spirit of 
the government control acts. The re¬ 
lation between dear cigarettes and in¬ 
creased smuggling is admitted and 
will he acted upon, but, although the 
Commission expresses the opinion 
that there is a relation between high- 
taxed liquors and moonshining, it 
makes no recommendation to the gov¬ 
ernment. It would therefore -appear 
that the government, is not disposed 
at present to reduce duties and excise 
on spirits. It—U-sjaid that Quebec is 
opposed to the eljange. The people 
of that province are for dear spirits 
and cheap wine and,beer. 

WEATHER-BEATEN VOLUME 

Unearthed with other records of the 
Hudson Bay Go. at Fort Churchill is 
a weather beaten votuhie called the 
Journal of Occurrences which dates 
back to 1821. It is an account of the 
“goings on” of the ice, and is a rec¬ 
ord of the harlMir under natural con¬ 
ditions from 1825 to 1891. The aver¬ 
age date of,Hie freeing of ice is June 
19th and the average date of the clos¬ 
ing of the harbors is November 18. 
The shortest season of open harbor 
was 1 months, 8 days in 1838, and the 
longest 5 months 18 days in 1816. It 
is nowhere denied that ice breakers 
can keep the harbor open the year 
round. The length of the season for 
navigation at Fort Churchill is limit¬ 
ed only by the season of the Hudson 
Strait. 

CONSUL RE AT IS A WIT 

I . S. Consul Beat of Calgary, is a 
clever after , dinner speaker, whose 
witticisms seem lmrn of the moment, 
and are ever on tap. The following 
are some remarks recently made in 
an inconsequential' speech about noth¬ 
ing .at all. “There never was a time 
in history when so much good spirits 
were (lowing across the international 
boundary. England has given us 
many common laws, hut has kept 
some for herself. While Russia anil 
Turkey have given us their baths, 
and evidently have kept none foiy. 
themselves. The first time a Scotch¬ 
man got hold of free air in a garage 
he blew out* his tires.” 

FREE PUBLICITY 

This journal, like other newspapers 
the world over, is repeatedly the vic¬ 
tim of artful attacks in an effort to 
secure valuable space for the introduc 
tion of various, schemes for private 
gain or the moulding of public opin¬ 
ion toward “putting over’’ some sin¬ 
ister plot. .Some bureau or syndicate 
or manufacturer or politician will hit 
upon a happy idea, and some clever 
fellow will tell him jtlst how he can 
work the newspapers for all the 
“stuff” needed; whereupon the “ex¬ 
pert” is engaged or the advice is tak¬ 
en without the aid of the expert.

In the long run. the 
schemer usually loses out because 
never again can the paper be ap¬ 
proached in the same way by the 
same schemer. The fact must be con¬ 
sidered, also, that unless citizens can 
be depended upon at all ti/nes to fur¬ 
nish their local journal with live stor¬ 
ies they cannot expect to get away 
with spasmodic attempts to put over 
propaganda. The editor is a hard 
man to fool.

Theatre Managers are Enlisting Sup¬ 
port in Appeal for Removal of 
This Tax 

Alberta men are co-operating in the 
fight being made for a reduction in 
the Alberta amusement tax, if not for 
its entire abolishment, and the whole 
southern country is being canvassed 
toy a representative enlisting support 
for the proposal. An appeal for re¬ 
lief from this tax will be made dur¬ 
ing the present session of the legisla¬ 
ture. It is claimed that the amuse¬ 
ment tax was a war tax pure and 
simple and it bears most heavily on 
those least able to afford it. The bulk 
of the tax comes from the motion pic¬ 
ture theatres, and the motion pictures 
are the poor man’s theatres, so that 
of the $200,898 collected by this tax 
in 1926 in Alberta, the big bulk came 
from the people who are not able to 
purchase the more expensive tickets 
for the bigger shows, the managers 
say. The small towns in Alberta they 
say, are paying more for their amuse¬ 
ment in this line than the towns in al 
most any other province in Canada. 
When the war was on the tax was 
not objected to but the war has been 
over for nine years now and the gen¬ 
eral feeling is that the tax should go. 
Alberta is the one province that has 
yet given no consideration to reduc¬ 
ing or removing this tax, it is stated. 

REV. DR. CLAY DEAD 

Moderator of the Presbyterian Church 
Died Suddenly Enroute to 
Ottawa 

The Rev. Dr. W. L. Clay, pastor of 
St. Andrews’ Church, Victoria, B.C., 
for past thirty three years,died in the 
General Hospital, Winnipeg, last 
Thursday, February 2, at 10.30 pm. 
He was elected moderator of the 
Presbyterian church at Stratford last 
June. H e was enroute to Ottawa to 
preach and attend opening of Parlia¬ 
ment but was taken ill on the train 
and taken to hospital at Winnipeg 
about two weeks ago. Dr. Clay has 
t been one of the leaders of the Presby¬ 
terian church for years and took an 
active part in all the measures for the 
continuing of the church. Dr. Clay- 
spent all his ministerial life in the 
west, coming to Moosejaw in 1890, 
after graduating in Presbyterian col¬ 
lege, Montreal. He was a gold medal 
ist of McGill and always had a high 
standing as a student, preacher and 
pastor. Several of his fellow stud¬ 
ents like himself, have achieved dis- 
- tinction in church and college, notably 
Dr. Robt. Johnstone, now of St. Catli 
erines, lately in Grace church, Cal¬ 
gary p Dr. Dan Fraser, principal of 
Presbyterian college, Montreal; Dr. 
Rochester, editor of “Record”; Dr. 
Andrew Grant, Supt. of Missions; Dr. 
W. A. Cook, Philadelphia; Drs. Mc¬ 
Kenzie and Nasquyth of University 
of Pennsylvania .and Kansas. Dr. Mc¬ 
Kenzie has been noted as a sculptor 
in past few years and Dr. Nasmyth 
' was “inventor’’ of the now popular 
game of basketball. Rev. D. Camp¬ 
bell of this town was likewise in col¬ 
lege with these men. Dr. Clay had 
spent most of the time since assem¬ 
bly in visiting all kinds of churches, 
presbyteries, synods, etc. Late in 
fall he visited Maritime provinces ad- 
I dressing synod of same at St. John 
J early-'in October. He was afterwards 
j in Prince Edward Island, his boyhood 
home. The funeral was held from 
First Presbyterian church, Winnipeg, 
i last Saturday forenoon, after ’which 
j the body was taken by his widow and 
| family to Victoria where interment 
was made after arrival.

Cougars are plundering the sheep 
flocks of Vancouver Island ranchers, 
as never before. 137 of these prow¬ 
lers have been killed, without dis¬ 
couraging attacks. The government 
pays a bounty of $40 a head on coug¬ 
ars. 

A tree containing enough lumber to 
build 22 homes of average size has 
been officially recognized as a con¬ 
tender for the title “Monarch of Cali¬ 
fornia Forests.’’ The tree was 308 
feet high, 20 feet in diameter and 
contained 361,366 board feet of lum¬ 
ber. 

-An increase of 8,201 in the number 
of automobile licenses issued by Pro¬ 
vincial Government license officers 
throughout the province during the 
year 1927 is announced by the Provin¬ 
cial Secretary’s Dept. During 1927 
no less than 72,330 motor car and 
truck licenses were issued as compar¬ 
ed with 64,129 issued in 1926. 

Twenty pairs of silver black foxes 
bred in New Brunswick, have been 
shipped to Morinville, Alberta, to 
form the nucleus of a fox ranch there 
This group is valued at $10,000. New 
Brunswick silver black foxes have 
formed the foundation stock of a 
number of ranches in other provinces 
as well as in the United States and 
several European countries,_ 

Production in Canada in 1927 is es¬ 
timated by the “Financial Post” at 
$5,756,796,700, as compared with $5,- 
656,241,6^4 in 1926, an increase of ap¬ 
proximately $100,000,000. Practically 
every branch of production has either 
niaintained its position or shown an 
increase. Agriculture accounted for 
$1,660,387,100 and manufactures for 
$2,760,796,700 according to the esti¬ 
mate. 

The farmers of the south are cal¬ 
ling for government action in con¬ 
trolling the hungry antelope, that are 
infesting the region hunting food. Six 
hundred are said to have gathered in 
one district north of Taber, with simi¬ 
lar bunches all N round about, consum¬ 
ing the unthreshed stooks. Bert Hol¬ 
man of Purple Springs estimated that 
150 antelope were feeding on his 
grain. 

From the post office department 
of the United States comes the pre¬ 
diction that if aviation continues at 
is present rate of progress it will not 
be many years more before ordinary 
letters, bearing only two cents post¬ 
age, will bg flying through the air and 
aerial parcel post will be at regular 
rates. The prediction, it is pointed 
out, is based on the ever-decreasing 
expense of the United States air mail 
service, now being carried on by com¬ 
mercial flying. 

Dr. Charles Browne, chief of the | 
U. S. Bureau of Chemistry, has pro-1 
posed that every able bodied citizen j 
should be drafted for a two year ser¬ 
vice on the farm. The idea is to 
stimulate a mutual understanding of 
industry, science and agriculture. 
Such co-opdration would bring togetlri 
er industry and agriculture. Citizens j 
having served their agricultural term, ^ 
would not only acquire needed disci¬ 
pline in thrift, hut would learn to 
form more correct opinions as to the 
basic elements of national prosperity. 

Glen House and J. Bogstie of GleL 1 
chen have returned from a trip to the 
Peace River coun^^Mtoaying disposed 
of a couple of caiM^BR>f work hor- 
up there. TheyJ^^Rhat there 
plenty of employiiH^^Bi the Peace 
River district, everyone has money 
and is anxious to pay as he goes. The 
labor difficulty Is not great, owing to 
farmers taking only small holdings, 
which can. be handled by the owner 
and his family. This fact, added to 
the wonderful adaptability of the 
country fpr wheat growing, is going 
to make if^a solidly prosperous coun¬ 
try- 

Progress is being made in complet¬ 
ing a compilation of the total yield 
of various grain crops raised in the 
province during 1927 from the re¬ 
turns sent in by threshermen through¬ 
out the province. In a number of cas¬ 
es, however, returns have been delay¬ 
ed by the fact that a portion of the 
1927 crop will not be threshed till the 
spring of 1928. Threshermen are 
asked to send in their reports on their 
operations completed in the fall of 
1927 and a supplementary report 
where this is necessary on the com¬ 
pletion of 1927 threshing in the 
spring. Threshermen who secured a 
1927 license will be able to complete 
any necessary spring threshing under 
this registration securing a new li¬ 
cense before beginning operations on 
the 1928 crop. 

The Canadian horse industry seems 
to be on the up-grade. For a long 
time the lighter type of horses with 
which the range was crowded were a 
glut on the market, but recently a de¬ 
mand has been created for them. Rus¬ 
sia has found the animals of the Wes¬ 
tern Canadian ranges suited to the 
small Russian farms In 1926, two 
shiploads of 1000 head each went to 
Russia from Canada. Over .3000 head 
were moved from Canada to Russia in 
the fall of 1927, and an effort will be 
made to gather 10,000 head in 1928. 
The light horses of Western Canada 
have also constituted tig> foundation 
stock for the breeding of polo ponies. 
The native range-bred stock gives 
rugged, agility and sure footedness 
and the imported thoroughbreds, 
speed and finish. Of late years one 
hundred playing ponies a year have 
been exported and with the great pop¬ 
ularity of polo, the demand will grow 
rapidly. Japan also is said to be' 
looking to Canada for a supply of ar¬ 
tillery type.

Some of the Alberta towns are con¬ 
sidering the surfacing of their main 
streets with Ft. McMurray tar sands. 
Hanna is the latest town to fall in 
line. 

Mr. J. S Ewart, K.C. has replied to 
Hon.. Mr. Amery. The evidence is 
now clear, that Mr Amery has been 
saying something pro-British. Let us 
hope that they do not jump from the 
frying pan-American 1 into the fire. 

The dairy population of Saskatche¬ 
wan has more than doubled in the 
past twelve years, the figure fof-1916 
being 211,634, and for 1926 438,246. 

During the last year 5,672 umbrel¬ 
las ' were left on trains entering Chi¬ 
cago. 

Contract to erect a 2,500,000 bushel 
elevator at Vancouver has been let tc 
the Northern Construction Co. and J. 
W. Stewart by the Alberta Wheat 
Pool. Foundations for the plant—a 
$2^400,000 project—have already been 
made. 

[ On January 31, C. Hairad of Pin- 
jcher Creek, gathered fresh leaves and 
'buds of strawberry plants from his 
I garden to produce as evidence that 
| the plants actually grow in January. 
They had no covering except the 
snow, and wer^ bearing berries as 
late as last October. 

J In reference to the British Govern- 
I ments intention to send an official en¬ 
voy to Canada, emphasis is being laid 
on the diplomatic value rather than 
administrative. A special knowledge 
of Canada is not so desirable, as a 
i familiarity with general international 
relations. The desire is to still the 
suspicion ever recurring of “Downing 
Street’’ interference. 

Sheep should prove valuable allies 
I in the campaign against weeds. One 
| Ontario farmer testifies that his farm 
| was at one time infested with ox-eye 
daisies and in a short period of graz¬ 
ing, the sheep had completely cleaned 
them out. Sheep are also fond of 
sow thistle. Farmers whose places 
have become dirty, would do well to 
consider a flock of sheep. 

Alberta beef on the hoof will be de¬ 
livered to the Japanese market. For¬ 
ty fat Alberta steers, averaging 
about 1,200 lbs. each, are being ship¬ 
ped to Kobe through Vancouver. 
Japan has already absorbed a consid¬ 
erable quantity of Alberta’s dressed 
beef. The live cattle market is ’devel¬ 
oping as a result of experimental 
shipments made at the direction of 
the Alberta Government, which prov¬ 
ed quite successful. Japan plans to 
become a much heavier meat consum¬ 
er. 

One of the inmates of a certain 
mental home in Ireland had caused 
such a pandemonium in the dead of 
night that his brother was sent for by 
the authorities. “I am afraid,’’ said 
the kind-hearted governor, “that your 
brother will have to leave the home. 
Just lately he has been giving us a 
great deal of trouble.’’ The visitor 
raised an enquiring .eye-brow. “What 
has he done ?” “Well,” said the oth¬ 
er, “at midnight he rushes up and 
down the corridors, shrieking out that 
he is Napoleon.” “Take no notice 
whatever,” smiled the visitor, “I my¬ 
self am Napoleon.” 

The movement of Grain has been 
going steadily along in what is term¬ 
ed the Lethbridge railway division and 
according to the Lethbridge Herald, 
there was an average of 134 cars 
daily being shipped during the past 
week. Nearly 200,000 more bushels 
of wheat were shipped last week as 
compared with the previous week and 
the total of other grain was doubled, 
33,815 bushels being sent to terminal 
elevators. The Macleod and Alder- 
syde lines top the list in the amount 
of grain hauled to the line elevators, 
most of the grain taken in being 
what the farmers had held in store. 
A few .scattered threshing outfits are 
working but newly threshed grain 
does not arrive in very large quanti¬ 
ties. A total of 917,167 bushels of 
wheat was marketed last week.

At a meeting of the Alberta Silver 
Fox Breeders’ Association at Calgary 
it was reported that membership had 
doubled within the year, from 76 tc 
148. Reports were encouraging or 
all sides. 

Canada further consolidated her 
position as the world’s leading news¬ 
print producer in 1927, producing 2,- 
086,949 tons of newsprint, an increase 
of 11 per cent, over 1926, or 601,454 
tons more than the United States, 
which accounted for 1,485,495 tops or 
12 per cent, less than in 1926. 

An average of $4,385 was returned 
to each farm from the disposal of Al¬ 
berta’s agricultural products in 1927, 
which brought a total of $338,161,458 
according to the Hon. George Hoad- 
ley, Minister of Agriculture. In 1926 
the total value of farm products in 
the province was $264,000,000 and in 
1906 $51,884,000. 

At the 16th annual convention of 
the Canadian Produce Association at 
Montreal, it was stated by President 
.H. B. Clemes that egg production in 
Canada has risen one third since 
1921; that local consumption had 
grown 25 per cent, and that the prob¬ 
lem now was to find new or enlarged 
export markets for surplus supplies. 

In thd budget statement at the 
Manitoba Legislature, Premier John 
Bracken, predicted wonderful mineral 
development this year for the- prov¬ 
ince and announced substantial exten 
sion of the hydro-electric system. A 
hydro commission has been appointed 
to investigate the possibilities of the 
water power. 

Two commercial airplape transport 
projects are being developed in Cal¬ 
gary. One calls for the use of air¬ 
planes carrying twelve persons each, 
to be used principally for passenger, 
freight and mail traffic between Cal¬ 
gary and Edmonton; the other calls 
for lighter machines, two or three 
passengers, for Calgary-Edmonton 
and mountain flight purposes. ‘ 

A bill introduced at the Legislature 
this week, providing for the licensing 
of persons selling and installing light 
ning rods requires a bond of $5000 to 
be posted by applicants, for such Li¬ 
censes, a license fee of $50 and a tax 
of 80 cents on every hundred dollars 
acquired from the sale of rods and 
equipment on business during the pre 
ceding year. 

At the convention of Dominion 
Land Surveyors held recently in Ot¬ 
tawa, Mr. Cauttey, president gave 
astonishing light on the indefinite 

( astness of Canada. “No surveyor 
as ever set foot in the greater part 
of Canada, and less than quarter of 
this counter has ever been properly 
mapped.” The maps which we have 
while apparently locating main 
streams and lakes to the Artie reg¬ 
ions, are largely a result of scattered 
explorations, Indian legend and fur | 
traders reports.' 

The death of Michael Herman on 
Monday morning, February 6, re¬ 
moves another of the well-known old- 
timers of Southern Alberta. He was 
born at Butte, Montana, March 20, 
1868, and when a lad of fourteen, he 
drifted up to Canada with a cattle 
outfit. Since 1882, his experiences 
have been part of the colorful pioneer 
history of the country. Shortly after 
coming to this country he was em¬ 
ployed by the late George Emerson, 
with whom he remained many years. 
Through time, his industry was re¬ 
warded, he acquired a fine herd of 
cattle and became a prosperous ranch 
or. The cold winter of 1906-7, how- j 
ever,' almost cleaned him out. Of late 
years lie has been much interested in I 
the oil developments of Alberta.

Canada’s trade statement for the 
calendar year 1927 shows a favorable 
trade balance of about $151,666,000. 
Total exports are $1,238,783,001 and 
imports $1,087,116,891. Canada’s to¬ 
tal trade in 1927 amounted $2,325,899, 
895, as compared with $2,278,295,875 
in 1926, an increase of $37,604,020. 

With a total yield of 20,338 barrels 
of naptha in the month of December, 
an average of 656 barrels per day, 
Royalite No. 4 well in Turner Valley 
established a new high record. The 
total production from this well in 
1927 was 217,000 barrels, as compar¬ 
ed with 205,000 barrels in 1926 and 
168,722 in 1925. 

In the face of a slight downward 
trend of business in the United 
States, Canada’s prosperity is pointed 
definitely upward for 1928, said 
Creighton Hill, Babson statistical ex¬ 
pert, addressing the Toronto Rotary 
Club. He also declared the Dominion 
was in a position to maintain an in¬ 
dependent prosperity throughout 1928 
“With an area larger than the United 
States and a population only one- 
tenth as great, the day js at hand 
when man power applied to the tre¬ 
mendous resources of the Dominion, 
will bring untold wealth and prosper¬ 
ity to every corner of Canada,” he 
said.
